No small achievement 


Last month we brought you a small taste 
of some of the accomplishments of HANDI-

LeRoy was born in 1933 and enjoyed an 
active life on his family’s farm -in central 
Minnesota. A tall lanky kid, he got into ail

Gne difficulty he got into most other kids | 


his age didn’t (although their. parents were 
scared stiff, remember?) .was ... . polio. 
Shortly after his 20th birthday, this strong, 
good-looking fellow was struck down with 
the most devastating kind of poliomyelitus, 
the kind thet left him completely paralyzed 


. from the neck down. . 


From an active, well- like “L'il Abner” kind 


of man, LeRoy was plunged into what many _ 
|. people would have considered almost a 


vegetabic-like state — he couldn't move a 


! muscle below his neck. And yet his wit, men- 


titude and outlook remained good. 
"of the things he loved most about 
ng on the farm was watching the 
myriad of animals.and wildlife. Now, con- 
fined to his bed all the time, he took up 
painting. Of course, he couldn't paint by 
holding the brush in his hand, so he had to 
learn to paint by holding the brush in his 
mouth, 

Eager to recreate the wonderful wild 
scenes he had remembered just short years 


before, he painted for hours on end. It took © 
what seemed like almoat forever to complete: 


just one picture. 
LeRoy couldn’t Wreaths: on his own and 
depended upon a respirator. The respirator 


_.made the brush wave back and forth 
“endlessly as he tried to paint. He ‘had to 


judge just the proper time to try to place the 
brush on the canvas — timed to the 


respirator. 
Mind you, . ‘LeRoy had” never “painted 
before. Painting was something he took up 


to fill the lonely hours confined to his bed. 


Some years back LeRoy's dad died, leaving 


. him in the care of his quite aged mother, 


berself nearly 75 years old and in ill health. 

LeRoy kept painting and recreating those 
icent scenes he remembered. 

ie for an occasional trip to the 

al, LeRoy didn’t leave his parents’ 

-room house. No since 1853. No trips 

around town. No leisurely drives through

No parties. Few friends. Just the endless 
f thump of the respirator bnd the ceaseless 
R rocking of his special bed at night — and his 


paint canvas. 


Enter Amateur Radio 

In 1975 I had the pleasure of going 
through Wadena, Minnesota — LeRoy’s 
home — and stopping by to ace if he would 
be interested in Amateur Radio. The excite- 


ment of the hobby caught his imagination at ° 
once — and he signed up as 8 student of the

1 talked about all the other Courage eer, 


vices and the idea of Camp Courage caught 


his interest as well. It was a bit too late to at- . 
-tend the summer camp session that year,. 


but he thought he'd like to try the next. By 


this time, LeRoy had not been out of his . 


house for almost 25 years! 
All winter long LeRoy studied like crazy. 


-] The Novice test posed no problems at all — 


not even the code. He figured out a way to 
copy by retaining everything in‘his head. He. 


keyed ‘his transmitter with a mouthdtick. In - 


fact, he controlled the whole, thing with a 
mouthstick. Some neighbors put up a simple 


dipole for him, and he worked the warld . 


with a simple CW-only transceiver. 


The following summer, 1976, LeRoy .ven-” 


tured out of his parents’ house for the first 
time in years to attend a two-week camping 
session at Camp Courage, Courage Center's 
residential camp for handicapped persons. A 
special vehicle picked him up at his house. A 
special rocking bed was installed in one of 
the cabins for him. The camp staff even pro- 
videl a portable power supply for his 


respirator — so he could go fishing on the . 


pontoon boats at camp. 


Not only was LeRoy able to enjoy perhaps . 


the most wonderful weeks of his life, but his 
mom was able to take a vacation for the first 


| time in 25 years! She visited her sister on 


the West Coast, confident seney was in 


' good hands. 


Later that summer LeRoy « came back to 
Camp Courage — but this time to the Radio 


Camp session. Putting any personal discom. 
fort aside, he studied like crazy and came © 
away with his General Class license, and 
WBOWWW — “Wadena's Wild Wonder"! ~ 


Off to work the world 
When he got back home, a friend loaned 


" LeRoy the use of a beam and tower; the ' 


System. loaned him an Atlas transceiver ~ 
and he was off to work the world. 
Never content just to sit by and.work the 


easy stuff, he'd work for hours to catch an . 


elusive country. Now that can be unnerving 
for any operator — try doing it through the 
“thump, thump” of a respirator! 

LeRoy always made quite a splash on the 
scene when he checked into the local nets. 
Often he'd take the net control function — 
errorlessly leading a traffic net, with scores 
of check-ins, through its paces. 

Over the winter of 1976-77 LeRoy did 
more operating than most hams — and a lot 
of painting, too. One of his paintings was 
chosen for the Courage Christmas cards. He 
entered his paintings in the Sister Kenny 
handicapped artist show, and put on a one- 
man show at Courage Center. Very active 
fellow, Sorta like he used to be! 


Nothing can‘stop me now! 
Another summer at Camp Courage and 
‘another Radio Camp scasion. This time 
: LeRoy was. going for the Advanced Class 
: license. Part way-through the test, the 
| power failed due to a lightening strike close 


LeRoy's respirator quit, He couldn't 
breathe! : 

While the soanelans ran to the cabin to 
get his emergency supply, LeRoy took “frog 
breaths”. (gulping -air with his cheeks and 

| forcing it down his windpipe) for a full five 
minutes.'And all the while, He kept on tak- 
ing the exam! + 

| After a while the power was back on, 
| LeRoy was. breathing easily again — thir: 


| time with the Advanced, Class license under’ 


his belt. 
The new lisciiae waa, to him, an opportuni- 
fy to meet many more new hams in the 
i restricted phone bands and be of even 
greater service to his community — running 
phone patches and handling messages. 
Hamming and painting occupied almost 
all of LeRoy's time now. His mom had suf- 
fered a stroke and the both of them had to 
move to a rest home in a small community 


-near. Wadena. The ‘home. allowed. LeRoy to. 


put up his antennas and operate. 


' After the ultimate | . 

Obviously suffering with the | pain’ of see- 
ing his mother fail, LeRoy nonetheless 
returned to Camp . Courage for another 
Radio Camp session in 1978. This time he 
was after the ultimate — the Amateur Extra 
Class. 

All year long he had pricticed the code at 
better than 20 words per minute. At.the ex- 
.am session he copied the FCC tape flawless- 
ly — in his head — every character of every 
word. 

-. The written test took him better than two 


 houra.-A Radio Camp counselor placed the 


answers on the answer sheet for him and ran 
the calculator — but LeRoy did all the work. 


* That night he flushed with the excitement 


.of having attained what fewer than 6% of 

all radio amateurs have — the Extra Class. 

All the Radio Campers were jubilant! 
LeRoy decided to give up his “long” call 


‘and opt for the prestigious Extra Class‘call. 


Through, 25 years of urendurable suffering 
and loneliness he'd reached the top — and he 
wanted to show it off.. ~ 

On Saturday, 22 October 1978, LeRoy’s 
new call arrived, but he didn’t get on the air 
right away. He'd had’ a ¢old and just didn't

That night | 


he felt quite ill and was taken to the hospital 
just to make sure he was all right.
